My dear Mrs. Evans: 


Upon another record of Hanover Graveyard we find the 
statement repeated that Martha Bell was "the consort of James 
Rogers, Jr." She died August 23, 1839, aged 74. Is it not 
possible that Eleanor Rogers, whom you have assumed to be the 
wife of James Rogers, was his sister or sister~in-lew? If 
Jane Bowles made the entry, she probably knew if Eleanor was 
her mother or her aunt. The settlement of the estate of James 
Rogers in our local court should give the names of his wife and 
children. Mrs. C. E. Shirk, 809 N. 17th Street, Harrisburg, Pa., 
will probably investigate the court records if you enter into 
a contract with her. 


We have a genealogy of the Hurd family, but it does not 
include the name of Matilda in whom you are interested. In the 
census report of 1790 we find that Stephen Hurd was living in 
Sadsbury Township, Lencaster County. His family consisted of 
four males over sixteen and five females. In 1779 Stephen Hiard 
(Hurd, Herd) was taxed as a freeman. Evidently he was married by 
1782, as his name eppears upon the tax lists with the names of 
married men. It seems probable that the daughter of Stephen Hurd 
married William Thompson either in Lencaster County, or her father 
may have moved to Centre County to engege in the iron business.
